NOTICES   REGARDING  MEAT   INSPECTION. 

GREATER    CARE   NECESSARY   IN    WRITING    EXPORT   CERTIFICATES. 

The  date  and  the  description  of  product  on  typewritten  triplicate  copies  of  export- 
meat-inspection  certificates  are  frequently  written  over  the  printed  matter  so  that  the 
latter  is  illegible.  Evidently  this  condition  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  unequal 
margins  of  the  copies  of  certificates  when  separated,  which  alter  the  relative  position 
of  the  printed  matter  of  the  copies  when  placed  with  the  edges  even  in  the  typewriting 
machine. 

All  employees  who  prepare  certificates  are  requested  to  exercise  the  greatest  care 
and  see  that  the  data  entered  thereon  appear  in  the  proper  places  on  each  copy  of 
certificates. 
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DESIGNATING   VEGETABLE    FAT   INGREDIENTS    OF   COMPOUND. 

Referring  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (Revised)  Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  9, 
relative  to  the  labeling  of  compound,  it  should  be  observed  that_  the  designation 
"vegetable  fat"  is  applicable  to  either  vegetable  oil,  vegetable  stearin,  or  a  combina- 
tion of  such  oil  and  stearin,  while  the  designations  "vegetable  oil,"  and  "vegetable 
stearin"  are  applicable  only  to  oil  and  stearin,  respectively. 

COINED    OR   FANCIFUL    NAMES    OF   PRODUCTS. 

Referring  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (Revised),  Regulation  17,  section  1,  paragraph  1,  and 
section  2,  paragraph  1,  which  provide  that  immediate  or  true  containers  shall  bear  the 
true  name  of  the  meat  or  product  contained  therein,  it  should  be  observed  that  a  coined 
or  fanciful  name,  which  does  not  in  itself  serve  to  identify  the  product  to  which  it  is 
applied,  will  not  be  acceptable  in  the  future  as  the  true  name  of  the  product  within 
the  meaning  of  the  regulation  cited.  Illustrations  of  such  a  name  may  be  found  in 
the  terms  "Camping  Delight,"  "Luncheon  Spread,"  "Breakfast  Tasties,"  "Noontime 
Relish,"  "Luncheon,"  etc.  However,  no  exception  will  be  offered  to  such  a  name 
when  preceded  by  a  qualification  indicating  the  character  of  the  product,  such  as 
"Pork  Camping  Delight,"  etc.,  or  the  application  of  the  coined  name  immediately 
followed  by  a  prominent  statement  of  ingredients  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  per- 
centages. In  the  absence  of  either  of  these  qualifications  the  coined  name  should  be 
accompanied  by  the  statement  "a  meat  food  product"  or  a  similar  acceptable  state- 
ment. 

In  a  number  of  instances  cloth  bags  bearing  unqualified  coined  names  of  the  charac- 
ter above  referred  to,  and  containing  chopped  or  comminuted  products,  have  been 
approved  in  the  absence  of  a  specific  classification  which  would  serve  to  differentiate 
between  such  coined  names  and  generic  or  established  trade  names.  Supplies  of 
approved  containers  on  hand  bearing  such  coined  names,  and  which  in  other  respects 
conform  to  existing  requirements,  will  be  permitted  to  be  used  pending  the  submission 
of  information  as  to  the  approval  number  of  such  bags,  the  quantity  on  hand,  and  the 
length  of  time  it  will  take  to  exhaust  the  supply.  Before  new  supplies  are  prepared 
sketches  or  proofs  should  be  submitted  for  approval. 

By  reason  of  long  and  common  usage  certain  terms,  such  as  "Cooked  Specialty"  and 
"Minced  Roll,"  have  become  generic  or  well-established  trade  names.  Therefore 
no  objection  is  offered  to  the  use  of  these  terms  without  qualification  as  true  names 
of  products  prepared  as  heretofore,  without  the  addition  of  cereal,  similar  substances, 
or  excessive  water.  The  term  "Baked  Loaf"  or  similar  term  is  regarded  as  a  true 
name  of  a  product  to  which  it  is  properly  applicable. 

The  foregoing  supersedes  any  previous  ruling  to  the  contrary.  It  does  not  apply 
to  meat  food  products  in  animal  casings,  the  labeling  of  which  is  amenable  to  Regula- 
tion 17,  section  9,  paragraph  3,  or  to  compounds  which  must  be  labeled  as  prescribed 
in  Regulation  17,  section  9,  paragraph  9.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  scope  of  this  ruling, 
inquiry  as  to  proposed  names,  or  the  limitation  of  those  previously  approved,  should 
be  submitted  to  the  Washington  office  through  the  inspector  in  charge.

REGARDING  MAILING  LISTS   AND   PUBLICATIONS. 


Reports  have  reached  the  Washington  office  which  indicate  that  field  offices  may 
cooperate  to  advantage  in  bringing  about  economies  in  printed  matter.  Sometimes 
changes  of  addresses  are  not  reported  and  the  name  of  a  discontinued  office  still  remains 
on  the  mailing  list.  In  other  instances,  where  the  size  of  the  force  is  reduced,  more 
copies  of  department  publications  are  received  at  a  station  than  can  be  utilized  prop- 
erly.     On   several  occasions  when  the  supply  of  certain  publications  in  the  Wash- 
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ington  office  was  practically  exhausted  there  were  found  to  be  considerable  quantities 
in  "dead  storage"  at  various  places  in  the  field. 

As  a  check  on  such  occurrences  officials  in  charge  of  stations  are  requested  to  report 
addresses  which  should  be  taken  from  the  mailing  list,  also  any  apparent  surplus  of 
publications  received,  and  to  offer  suggestions  for  improving  the  service  with  regard 
to  bulletins,  regulations,  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements,  and  other  litera- 
ture. 


DISTINCTION   BETWEEN   GOVERNMENT   AND   COMMERCIAL 
TELEGRAMS. 

From  time  to  time  it  has  been  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  officials  and  em- 
ployees of  the  bureau  to  the  too  liberal  use  of  the  telegraph  and  to  urge  greater  dis- 
cretion in  resorting  to  that  means  of  transmitting  and  receiving  information. 

It  is  customary  and  desirable  to  conduct  all  business,  when  possible,  by  corre- 
spondence, and,  in  fairness  to  all,  both  establishments  and  the  Government,  it  has 
been  thought  advisable  to  require  that  when  information  is  desired  more  quickly 
than  can  be  obtained  by  correspondence  the  establishment  benefited  should  right- 
fully stand  the  expense  when  the  telegraph  is  resorted  to.  Therefore,  it  is  thought 
only  proper  that  the  following  procedure  should  be  followed: 

(1)  When  an  establishment  telegraphs  direct  to  the  Washington  office  for  information 
(approval  of  labels,  results  of  tests,  etc.)  the  messages  should  come  "commercial  rate 
prepaid"  and  reply  will  be  sent  "commercial  rate  collect." 

(2)  When  an  establishment  requests  an  inspector  in  charge  to  telegraph  for  in- 
formation the  message  should  come  "commercial  rate  prepaid"  and  reply  will  be  sent 
"commercial  rate  collect,"  both  at  the  expense  of  the  establishment  interested. 

(3)  When  an  inspector  in  charge,  by  letter,  asks,  at  the  instance  or  for  the  benefit 
of  an  establishment,  for  a  telegraphic . reply,  the  answer  will  be  sent  "commercial 
rate  collect,"  to  be  paid  for  by  the  interested  establishment. 

(4)  Messages  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  inspectors  in  charge  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  their  offices,  whether  incidental  to  the  work  at  one  or  more  establish- 
ments, will,  of  course,  be  considered  Government  business  and  paid  for  accordingly. 
However,  such  messages  should  be  held  to  a  minimum.
